of interest to all operators and taose 
engaged In the coal and coke indus- 
try of the Connellsvllle and nearby 
coal fields during the past week. The 
best brains in the business contrib- 
uted to make the meeting memorable 
and important. Problems of Ihe hour 
lelating to safe operation of mines, 
conservation of coal resources, eco- 
nomical mining, and allied questions 
•were exhaustively dlsoussel. 
Fresh 


impetus, was. given in all tUese direc- 
tions. Facts and figures were driven 
• h-ome by speakers whose names com- 
mand attention, to clinch arguments 
for improvement. 


E. H. Harriraan, the rai road mag- 


nate, sent a- paper which was read to

In general and coal truffle In particu- 
lar. Mr. Harriman made a. plea, for 
fair treatment of ihe railroads anil

a striking manner presented figures 
showing the need of swi conserva- 
tion. Mr. Thompson plaC'Sd the lite 
of operations in the Connal'sville nine- 
foot rein at 35 years. 


Coed dust as a contributing factor 


to mine explosions was discussed and 
experiments were witnessed at 
the 


new government station in the- Arsen- 
al Grounds at 
Pittsburg.

questions of self-interest were elimin- 
ated by the Congress who^e delibera- 
tions were on broad lines, calculated 
to benefit the entire industry. 
After 


the'adjournment of the Congress steps 
-were taken for the organization of i 
Western Pennsylvania Branch, to be 
composed of operators in this terri- 
tory.

including resolutions for a coal ton- 
nage tax, for legislation to idemnify 
mine-disaster victims, and those call- 


• ing for additional safeguards in min- 
ing. 


At the closing session B. A. Schubert 


ot Roanoke, Va., declared that his 
State possessed a reserve of iron ore 
equal to the fields now beiig exploited. 
Lack of railroad development has pre- 
vented Virginia's iron ore from being 
developed, he said. 


PROCEEDINGS OF 


OPENING SESSION. 


Wednesday's session of the American 


Mining Congress was a remarkably 
successful and busy one 
Many im- 


j portant papers were read and Interest- 


lag dlscussicos carried out 


Congressman James Francis Burke, 


who delivered the address of welcome, 
received a flattering reception and 
when he said positively that the Uni- 
ted States Bureau of Mires would be 
established in leas than 60 days the 
audience showed its appreciation by 
continuous applause. 


Dr. W. R. Ingalls, of New Yoi-k, in 


, submitting the report of the commit- 


tee on general revision of mining laws 
volunteered the information that some 
States had no laws wha'ever govern- 
ing mining, and 
others 
had 
very 


meager statutes concerning Lhe same 
subject, and these coadit ons, he said, 
were found In tbe States .vhere mining 
was an important industry. Dr. In- 
galls advocated the drawing up of, a 
specimen law covering the general- 


ities of mining, to be presented to the 
Congress for consideration at some 
time during the present .session. He 
summarized the situation by States as 
follows:

."Jterndon session Western 
members 


Indulged in more or less acrimonious 
denumciation oC the work of the Gov- 
ernment ForestraUon Bureau and its 
chief, Gilford Pinchot 
The 
debate 


was opened by the report of Colonel 
A. G. Browniee of Denver, chairmap 
of tha committee on- in-ve&Usation. of 
the national forest service. 
Colonel 


Brosvnlee, after detailing 
the 
com- 


plaJrjts tho committee had board dur- 
ir.g the past year against the restric- 
tions placed by the forestry division 
on the location of mining claims, an- 
nounced that a meeting of the com- 
mittee at the Hotel Henry last nigiit 
would hear additional complaints ami 
decide on a line of action to get the 
miners' grievances before the Govern 
ment at Washington. 


President Richards interrupted the 


speaker with the announcement that 
Cliief Pinchot had already communi- 
cated with the officers of the Con- 
gress, asking that President Richards 
and 
Colonel 
Brownlee's committee 


meet him in Washington to take up 
the mktter. "I believe we will be able 
to get together with Mr. Pinchot," an- 
nounced President Richards." Later 
in the evening the committee accept- 
ed the invitation to go to Washington. 


Delegates from nearly all of the 


Western States participated in the de- 
bate, denouncing the forestry service. 
Congressman Albert Douglas of Chilli- 
cothe, Ohio, defended the work of the 
division, though he admitted 
that 


seine of the attaches were "inclined to 
get chesty." 


Influence of the mining industry on 


transportation was treated at consid- 
erable 'ength by Dr. James Douglas, 
of New York city. Dr. Douglas said 
that toe average cost 
of 
handling 


coal on the railroads of America to- 
day was three-fourths ot a cent a ton 
per mile less than in any othet coun- 
try. 
He strongly advocated an in- 


crease in commodity rates and a de- 
crease In first-class rates. 


Dr. Douglas is at the head of the 


Phelps-Doflge Syndicate, owning 
the 


Copper Queen mine in lower Arizona, 
lhe th'.rd largest copper mine in the 
world. Iri order to fight the smelter 
trust he built his o»n smelters. When 
the railroads began to discriminato 
against him he built 900 miles of his 
own laiiroad and later bought and be- 
gan operation of an imense coal mine 
in Nesv Mexico. 


The speaker 
criticized 
strongly 


the extravagant waste of the by-pro- 
ducts in the Pennsylvania coke fields, 
holding up the Southern coking plants 
as an example, and exclaiming: 


"There is no good reason why 70 per 


cent, of the coke ovens of the country 
should not have by-product attach- 
ments instead of 7 per cene." 
. Director George O. Smith of the Uni- 
ted States Geological Survey spoke at 
length on the "Distribution of the Na- 
tion's Wealth." 


The speaker pointed to the fact that 


the mineral output of America for 1907 
h;id passed the two-billion dollar mark, 
the figures being ?2,069.')t)0 000. 
He 


referred to the work mapped out for 
:he National 
Conservation 
Commis- 


sion, and, telling of the "New South" 
said: 


"The new industrial South is possi- 


ble because the South has always pos- 
sessed mineral wealth. 
With these

MORE INDEPENDENT PLANTS START; 


GAINS IN OUTPUT AND SHIPMENTS. 


Works Which Had Been Active Increase Number of Ovens in Blast, While Others Are 


Fired for the First Time In Many Months—Prices Remain Firm and 


Unchanged—Rain Helped Some But Water Needed. 


Aggregate production 
of coke and 


shipments from both regions Increas- 
ed during the week at a steady rate. 
A number of Independent plants fverc 
fired while others are preparing to fol- 
low. Water is still an obstacle to the 
starting of several works but Jabor 
seems to bo easing up somewhat. A 
number of. the larger independent in- 
terests have enough men tp resume^' 
Jdle plants if they can get enough 
water to operate. 


itost of the independent plants are 


running six days while faome of 
tho 


Frick. plants are also going on six 
days, although the great,majority of 
the latter are still doing only five days 
per week. There in a prospect that 
several idle Frick plants will be fired 
around the first of the year. 


The rain and snow of the past few 


days has greatly helped the water bup- 
ply in the 
region, making water 


courses in beds which had boon drv 
for months. Coke manufacturers who 
have made1 special provision for water 
supply are not out of tbe woods yet 
as the rain has by no means restored 
a normal supplj oE water and every 
auxiliary method of collecting it will 
probably have to be continued through- 
out the winter. Still, the situation is 
much better than one week ago. A 
good snowiatl followed by a thaw is 
wanted now. 


Whitney, one of the works controll- 


ed by the II. C. Frick Coke Company, 
started 15U ovens during 
the 
week. 


The eoOre Whitney j'lant lias been 
idle for some months. 
Oliver No 3 


fired 50 additional ovens. There were 
also a number of smaller resumptions. 
The fact ^hat most 
of these were 


among the plants outside of the big 
interests of the region Ih the be&t In- 
dication possible of a revival of gen- 
eral business In all parts of the conn- 
try, outside of the pig iron producing 
belts of Plttsburg and Chicago. 


Coke makers are still watchinq; the 


pig iron ceiters closely. The situation 
at iron centers remains quiet, as is 
generally the case near the 
holiday 


season, hut in all directions iron and 
steel prices remain firm and the vol- 
ume of that trade is gradually swell- 
ing. 
Reports during the week that an 


alleged breach betwcn the steel rail 
makers and tbe railroads on the price 
question bad been healed and that the 
railroads had decided how to divide 
their rail tonnage for next year, lack 
confirmation.- There has been tio spe- 
cial breach between these interests, 
many of them Being intimately as- 
sociated through business relations. 
Annually the question of rail prices is 
one thai, naturally conies up between 
these interests and after it is settled 
the railroads place their orders with 
the assurance that aJI roads are being 
treated alike on the pwice question. 
Thus far it d-.es net appaer that any 
decision Jias been reached. Jt is be-
